How to go on ice and snow is 
a question that concerns most mo- 
torists in the 37 snow-belt states. 
The Committee on Winter Driv- 
| ing Hazards of the National Safety 
Council, which will conduct its 14th 
test program this winter in north- 
ern Wisconsin, has found that snow 
tires have a considerable advantage 
over conventional tires, and that in 
emergency conditions tire chains 
are the best sel’-help for the mo- 
torist. 

The snow tire, which has a deep, 
bold tread, grips snow and slush- 
covered surfaces (but not ice) bet- 
ter than regular tires. 

1. Specialized tires, while better 
than conventional tires, are not 
enough better to warrant less care 
in winter driving. 
Tire chains are most effective 
under emergency conditions. 

8. Regardless of what you use, 
take it easy, the committee warns. 
That’s more important than tires 
or tire chains.

Actions ot the defendants, 
Garabed and Benjamin Dargoonian, 
did not cause any damage to the 
yxroperty of the plaintiff, Stanley 
labydoski, it was found by Atty.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
This Would Be Catastrophic 


Representative Arthur Williams touched on a real pro- 
blem recently, when he mentioned a bill before the Legis- 
lature that would compel municipalities to award school 
bus contracts to the lowest bidder. 

This is a bill that is filed about every year, usually 
without success. Rep. Williams pointed out that the big 
bus companies would have the edge in competitive bidd- 
ing, if all other criteria except price were thrust aside, 
And he rightfully put his finger on the danger in this legis- 
tion — sudden work stoppages, of whatever cause, that 
would leave many communities stranded without buses for 
the youngsters. 

What would Andover do if, for example, the Eastern 
Mass. was furnishing transportation here on the basis of 
a low bid? Would the town have to hire outside firms to 
transport the children during a strike? Or would such a 
move result in angry labor relations that might compel 
abandonment of the transportation system until the strike 
was settled? 

This is a real problem, 
possibility of such legislation gaining approval, 

At present, Andover requires owner-drivers, so that the 
responsibility is placed squarely on one set of shoulders. 
Each driver, owning his own bus, is doubly careful so that 
nothing will interfere with continued operation. And all 
the owner-drivers must be residents. This, too, helps place 


very when considering the 


the responsibility in one place; and it is presumed that a 
resident of the community will have somewhat more in- 
terest in the job than would a non-resident. 

While there seem to be good and sufficient reasons for 
keeping the present system, the dangers present in the 
system described in this annual legislation make it even 
more important for the town to maintain the owner-driver 
policy. 

If this bill is again seriously considered by the Legisla- 
ture, there should be concerted effort to defeat it. 


Dunn’s Idea Makes Sense 


One of the most sensible statements in years was made 
at a recent School Committee meeting, when Donald Dunn 
advised the Committee to appoint the most qualified per- 
son as a coach, regardless of who has been coaching the 
sport in other years. 

Dunn did not refer to any individual, merely to a sound 
theory. 

He said coaching appointments should be made for one 
year only. Thus, if another, more qualified, person joined 
the school system in mid-year, he could be appointed as 
a coach when it came time for that action, Dunn also 
agreed that the praise or blame for coaching changes must 
rest on his shoulders, for he will be the one to recommend 
changes. 

There’s a lot of interest in high school athletics among 
townspeople. And many of them have been believing that 
the emphasis now placed on competitive athletics is in- 
sufficient — that it is not enough to field a team, that 
every effort should also be made to support the team with 
better-than-average coaching. Some townspeople have 
believed, too, that once a coach is appointed, there is 
little hope for his replacement, regardless of the avail- 
ability of better qualified personnel. 

We hope that Dunn’s philosophy is carried out, for it 
should provide the best coaches available to the town 
from among its faculty members. While we don’t hold with 
recruiting coaches, then finding soft teaching berths for 


them, we do believe that more emphasis can be placed on 


obtaining men with coaching backgrounds when filling 
positions in the Physical Education department, then 


appointing them as coaches whenever they would appear 
to be an improvement over present coaching personnel, 


Competitio n Is Needed 


Slightly more than two weeks remain for the filing of 
nomination papers for town office. And to the time of this 
writing, there is certainly an indication of apathy among 
responsible men and women in the community, 

This is particularly true in the contest for School Com- 
mittee, where there are but two candidates for two jobs, 

We do not mean to imply that persons should seek the

The Federation took a look at 
gasoline consumption figures re- 
cently and found that during the 
past year gasoline consumption 
has virtually leveled off. 

For the twelve months which 
ended with August 31 of this year 
the total taxable gallonage of. 
gasoline reported was only four- 
tenths of one percent, or an almost 
negligible amount over the con- 
sumption in the preceding twelve 
months. The increase in gallon- 
age for the whole year was only a 
little over 5,000,000 gallons and 
the increase in annual revenue 
was only about $280,000 over the 
previous $72,000,000, 

‘It’s a clear indication that 
there is trouble ahead in meeting 
obligations for our fantastic high- 
way spending’, concluded the 
Taxpayers Federation.

Seek $80,000 
For New Main 


The (oard of Public Works’ 
water improvement article in town 
meeting will be concerned mostly 
with improvements to the Shaw- 
sheen distribution system. 

According to plans discussed 
Monday night, an estimated $90,- 


000 will be needed to construct 
a 12-inch main from Elm st. to 
Haverhill st. 

Consulting engineers Camp, 


Dresser and McKee recommend the 
project, explaining that it will 
help relieve the distribution pro- 
blems throughout the Village. 
Other recommendations of the 
engineers include major installa- 
tions in Shawsheen Heights, where 
the problem has been acute for 
some time. This could be accom- 
plished for another $74,000, the 


report stated. But the BPW felt 
that asking for the two combined 
sums would be impractical this 
year. 

“ The flow of water from the new 
main will improve the supply 


reaching the Village, near Ray- 
theon Manufacturing Co. For this 


reason, pressures and supplies 
in other sections of the area 
should be improved. Raytheon 


uses a vast amount of water daily, 
helping to reduce the amount of 
available water for other sections. 
A network of six-inch mains now 
feeds the area. 

For several years the BPW has 
been allocated about $100,000 for 
major improvements to the water 
system and it is under this same 
understanding that the article is 
being inserted this year. 

Water Supt. Donald Bassett said 
the need is urgent, and that feeder 
lines along the route of the new 
main would also be tied in, im- 
proving the system throughout its

Light Touch Needed 

Another new potential problem 
to winter drivers is the automatic 
transmission. 

“An automatic transmission has 
to be handled with a light touch 
on slippery surfaces,” he said. “It 
can be deceptive by shooting more 
power to the wheels than they’ll 
take."” The increased power of en- 
gines, too, makes wheel-spinning 
more common. 


Power brakes also can be haz- 
ardous. ‘Drivers have to be extra 
cautious with braking if they have 
power brakes,”’ Easton said. “A 
locked wheel provides little or no 
traction. And it’s awfully easy, if 
you're not careful or don’t know

A move to completely change 
the Taxpayers’ Association, 
through action of town meeting, 
will 


O’Connell, former president and 
Eos of the Association. 
le said this week that he will 


ask the voters at town meeting — 


whom he claimed are the real 
taxpayers — to authorize the 
moderator to search out 30 spe- 
cially-qualified men and women 


in the community, who would be- 
come ‘Taxpayers trustees’’. 
O’Connell insisted that the 
present Taxpayers’ Association 
directors and members would be 
asked to cooperate and join in the 
movement to give real meaning to 
the Taxpayers’ Association as a 
thriving, year-round organization. 
He described the ‘‘trustees’’ as 


a group which would organize 
sub-committees for year-round 
service, arrange for obtaining 


members, and initiate elections for 
directors and other officers. A 
report of the “‘trustees’’ would be 
required at the 1950 town meeting. 
O'Connell explained. Otherwise, 
he continued, the newly-formed 
group would become an independ- 


ent organization to act as a 
‘*watch dog’’ on the new form of 
town government. 

Putting aside the legal pro- 
blems of whether the town meet- 


ing can take action to reorganize 
a private O’Connell re- 
peated his belief that all the tax- 


gr Up, 


payers attending town meeting 
should lend their united strength 
to the move. He mentioned his 


belief that the present Taxpayers’ 
Association fails to draw many 
members to its meetings and 
pointed to this as a reason for the 
suzgested chanyes. 

The Taxpayers’ Association 
really does not exist’’ O’Connell 
reitterated. He said the failure to 


attract taxpayers to open meetings | 


and decisions by a few directors, 
who constitute a bare quorum, 
indicate this to be true. 

He suggested that the re- 
organized ep ap perfect a charter, 
based on mode! charters available 
from the state association, 
whatever details may seem 
ble to the “‘trustees”’ 

The opportunities are unlimited 
for service, O’Connell explained, 
if the new organization is formed 
with enthusiasm by the voters- 
taxpayers at town meeting. 

He specifically mentioned the 
need for keeping a sharp eye on 
the new manager plan and its ad- 
ministration throughout its opera- 
tion, rather than just at town 
meeting time.
